ler by now thut in Germany it's 
easier for a house painter to be- 
come u dictator than for a cor- 
poral to become a general. 
Cer- 


tainly it has been clear for a long 
time to the top officers around 
him. 
At first they tried to put 


the idea across by polite objections 
to his intuitive strategy. Finally 
they resorted to the broader hints 
of bomb-planting and open re- 
bellion. 


Hitler seems to have put down 


the rebellion, but there is no im- 
mediate 
evidence 
that he has 


learned the lesson behind it. 
If 


he has not, then the German army 
is in for more "intuition," more 
hopeless last-ditch defenses, more 
and more slaughter. 


It 
was 
Hitler's 
greed 
and 


short-sightedness 
that 
led him 


to sprawl his armies all over Eu- 
rope against the advice of his 
staff, and which brought him to

ind bank plans devised in the 
woods at Bretton have been so lit- 
tle explained because, frankly, few 
understand them. 


Those few experts who do. are 


iccustomed to using such involved 
thoughts and words lr>at they can- 
not pass on a simple understand- 
ing to the average man. 


The announcements stand in the 


press as a wad of words like a 
few billion pounds of Ktcel wool. 
No one can take it apart and say 
what each strand means—or even 
what use will be made of the 
\\hole. 
But surveying the wad, 


this much of it is apparent to ob- 
jective experts: 


These contrivances arc only the 


last step in an American theory 
which began in the last war. Then 
we had the war loans and debts. 
Next in peace we had the export- 
import bank which worked into 
lend-lease and now Icnd-lease has 
worked into this post-war pro- 
posal : 
j 


The bnsic theory of all is the 


same, namely: 
\ 


-It is up to us as a nation ot 


great wealth to supply the insa- 
tiable demands of the world for 
goods. 
These supplies must be 


given on credit, the. easiest credit, 
.vluch probably will not be repaid 
m the future as they have never 
been generally repaid in the past. 


(The South American govern- 


ments today 
are 
literally rich 


from the war, yet they have not 
repaid the bonds sold to Amer- 
icans, and if you will note the quo- 
tations on these on the New York 
exchanges, our expectations arc 
not 'high). 


As a matter of fact. n. leadin 


commentator has written that we 
really should not expect repay- 
ment from these future obligations 
and he actually contended that 
the information—just 
alone the 


information—we 
would 
receive 


from this new financial arrainge- 
mcnt would be worth the few bil- 
lions we are putting into the prop- 
osition. That is an excited cxag- 


eration. 
But the position of the adminis- 


tration itself is that this arrange 
ment is cheap at any price in view 
of what the world is facing, al- 
though these loans arc not alone 
to be for war rehabilitation, you 
must understand, but for "develop- 
ment" of all nations. 


Xo\v this line of thought, this 


notion we have been 
following 


since 1015 has been popular m 
this country. 
Most people seem 


to like the idea, and support it. 


Indeed it is my gue?.s that the 


next congress, if it is anytlun, 
like this one. will surely accept 
the monetary scheme and possibly 
even the bank. 


The reason the idea is popular 


is because people think we profit 
by selling our goods abroad, that 
these credits will be largely -spent 
in this country, furnishing stimu- 
lation to labor and business. All 
export businesses arc thoroughly 
tor it. 


But actually it take.-, substance 


out of the countiy in Uic untimatc 
end. because it is apparent the 
foreign governments actually can- 
not repay us for what they get. 


We call this kind of thing t»c 


promotion of "foreign trade." Ac- 
tually, it is promoting only one 
way tiado. expo ting. 
The only 


wav wo could be lepaul is for us 
to ioi'0i\o an cqu.il amount Ot 
goods fioni the foicign borrowers, 
things of sub-stance in equnl value. 


But we ouiselves prevent this 


by another policy which also is 
popular among us. 
Our people 


do not want foreign goods coming 
here in competition with our own.

The foreign nations well know 


this, if bur inexpert citizens do 
not and they use it to the fullest.

port non-competitive foreign goods 
and might be better off with a di- 
rect foreign buying policy which 
would accumulate stock piles ot 
materials in which we are defi- 
cient, against future emergencies.

Italian Prisoners of 


War Preferred Status 


is Explained by Army 


Washington. July 31—(AP) — 


Non-fascist Italian captives, mem- 
bers of service units aiding the 
American war program, have been 
given a preferred status, the war 
department says, 
because 
Italy 


has been accepted by this coun- 
try. Britain and Russia as a co- 
belligerent against Germany. 


In replying to assertions that 


Italian -war prisoners have been 
"coddled" by thc Army, the dc'- 
partnient said in a .statement yes- 
terday that members 
of 
such 


service units made "substantial 
contributions to the American war 
cffor.t". 


There are 35.000 members of thc 


service units located nt various 
stations throughout the country. 
The Italian prisoners are investi- 
gated after they 
volunteer 
for 


non-combat duty, and tho^e with 
pro-fascist leanings are excluded, 
it was said.

Italian war prisoners have come 
from some veterans' groups and 
from members of congress.
